life was saved by 
an operation performed by Dr. Geo 
A. Still, who says 
he 
took hold of 
Fisk’s heart, through which the bul­ 
let had passed, and, by twisting the 
tissue of it with his thumb and fore­ 
finger, plugged the hole and Mopped 
the flow' of blood. Dr. Still soys the 
heart had ceased to beat and the man 
was apparently dead. 
No motive is known for Fisk’s de­ 
sire to kill himself. His father killed 
himself in September, shortly after 
Fisk entered the school as a student. 
His grandfather also 
took 
his own 
life. 
Fisk shot 
himself 
in 
his room 
shortly before I p. rn. 
He w^as car­ 
ried into the operating room at 1:20 
o’clock. 
Examination showed a bul 
let wound just above the heart. 
The 
following account of what 
was done 
was dictated by Dr. Still: 
“The shirt and undershirt were cut 
away from the chest 
and 
the skin 
immediately sterilized with pure car­ 
bolic acid washed 
off 
with alcohol. 
The patient gasped a few 
times af 
ter being laid on the table, 
but ap 
parently was dead. No pulse could be 
felt either in the wrist or neck. 
“I made the remark that there was 
not much use operating on a corpse 
and then added that he wouldn’t be 
any deader if we had a good look at 
the wound 
inside. 
I 
immediately 
opened the chest between the fourth 
and fifth ribs for about four inches 
the bullet hole being in the middle 
of the wound, which was in the in 
tercostal space below' the rib near 
the 
nipple, 
a 
little 
inside. 
The 
wound exposed a hole in 
the peri 
cardium, which was distended with 
blood. I split the 
pericardium anc 
let out a lot of blood clot. This ex 
posed the hole in the heart. 
"The instant I took 
hold 
of the 
heart it again began to beat. 
“With my 
index 
finger I twist et 
tile tissue of the heart wall so as to 
plug the hole in the heart, then re 
moved the remaining 
clots 
in 
the 
heart sac or pericardium. 
"From then on the pulse picked up 
but all the time I was sewing up the 
wounds and while 
the 
nurses were 
administering a gallon of normal salt 
solution he did not regain conscious­ 
ness. The normal salt 
solution was 
to replace the 
lost 
blood 
and 
to 
counteract shock. He did not regain 
consciousness until some time after 
In* had been in bed and it was two 
or three days before he wTas wholly 
rational. 
“The pulse steadily improved, un­ 
til after about three days it was nor­ 
mal. He ran a little fever during the 
first week. 
His 
temperature 
was 
practically normal for the next two 
weeks, and on Dec. 27 
he 
left the 
hospital, apparently all right* 
"The 
bullet, 
which 
had 
gone 
through the body and 
lodged in the 
tissues under the skin between 
the 
tenth and eleventh ribs on the right 
side, was removed 
Dec. 
21. It was 
perfectly shaped. The end of it show- 
ed the imprint of his shirt where it 
struck before entering his body. The 
sides showed the marks of 
the re­ 
volver riflings. 
It 
had 
missed the 
ribs going in and showed 
no bone 
marks. It must have traversed a lip 
of the lung, the heart and the liver. 
It went through the heart 
near the 
center. It must have 
barely missed 
the largest vein in the body, the vena 
cava, and a little farther to the right 
would have caught the thin part of 
the heart and the 
pulmonary ves­ 
sels; a little farther to the left the 
aorta, the main artery of the body. 
“During his convalescence he made 
the remark to his attendants that he 
bet they couldn’t find out where 
he 
got the revolver, which was evident- 
]y a new one of the old style of au­ 
tomatic. The bullet was an old style 
Vad bullet.” 
Fisk tried to get out 
of led one 
night when the attendant 
was not 
looking. He struggled to iniure the 
wound.

Columbia, Mo., Jan. 7. - Bread is one 
of the simplest of our cooked foods, 
but making it involves 
some 
very 
complicated processes, 
which 
will 
give better results if thoroughly un­ 
derstood by the housekeeper, accord­ 
ing to Miss Addie D. Root, of the 
.Missouri College of Agriculture. 
The 
first essentals are 
perfectly 
clean 
vessels and good strong yeast. 
No 
particular kind of yeast 
is 
better 
than any other, but whatever kind is 
used should be tested to see 
that it 
is not too old to give results. 
It con­ 
tains little plants which grow and 
give off gas, thus causing the bread 
to rise. In old yeast most of these 
plants are dead, so it is best to see 
whether it is live enough 
to 
form 
bubbles or foam in a few minutes aft-1 
er yeast has been added to sugar and 
luke warm water. 
In mixing the dough if the flour is 
added gradually and thoroughly beat­ 
en into the liquid it will 
carry 
in 
enough air to make the yeast plants j 
grow, for air is almost as necessary 
to them as it is to animals. 
If the 
dough is made too stiff, harsh, dry, 
crumbly bread will result, so as little 
flour as possible should be used, but 
enough must be used 
so 
that 
the 
dough will not be stickv*. 
In kneading 
use 
a 
quick, 
even 
stroke and be sure that 
the 
yeast 
plants reach every part of the bread 
in order that it may have a good even 
texture. 
Never knead 
bread 
over 
thirty minutes, as too long kneading 
will destroy the 
elasticity 
of 
the 
dough. 
After fifteen or twenty min­ 
utes the surface 
will 
usually 
be 
smooth and velvety and gas bubbles 
will begin io appear, indicating that 
kneading bas been 
continued 
long 
enough. 
Set the bread to rise in a clean 
bowl covered tightly, 
if the temper­ 
ature is kept between 80 and 95 de­ 
grees F. it will not be necessary to 
oil or moisten the surface to keep 
a crust from forming. 
Ii the dough 
is kept loo warm while rising, it will 
become soft and runny, too much gas 
will be formed, bacteru* will grow, 
and the bread is likely to be daru, 
coarse and sour. Chilling will not stop 
the growth of the yeast and forma­ 
tion of gas, but is likely to cause an 
undesirable crust to form over the 
dough. 
When the dough has risen in 
a warm, even temperature to about 
♦ wice its first bulk and hcen properly, 
worked, there should be little danger 
of souring. 
The oven should be just hot enough 
to stop the dough from rising in the 
pans, after it is put in to bake, but 
should not be too hot at first, 
lf a 
thermometer is used, start the bread 
in an oven at 360 degrees F., and 
increase the heat gradually for fif­ 
teen minutes, but lower it again after 
20 minutes. 
The bread should begin 
to turn brown in patches during tho 
first fifteen minutes and should have 
un even brown surface at the end of 
half an hour. 
If the plough has not risen to twice 
its original.bulk it may be started rn 
a cooler oven and allowed to continue 
to raise during the first ten minutes 
of baking.

typhoid fever 
and 
improvement in 
sanitary conditions have followed the 
intensive 
investigations 
of 
rural 
communities carried on by tile Unit­ 
ed States public 
health 
service in 
co-operation 
with 
local 
and 
state 
health officers, according to 
the an­ 
nual report of the surgeon general of 
that service. 
During the past year 
16,369 rural 
homes in eight different states were 
visited and many of them re visited. 
In each of these homes information 
was obtained as to the prevalence of 
disease and sanitary 
conditions and 
a complete sanitary 
survey 
of the 
premises conducted. This was follow*- 
ed by reinspection to determine if 
remedial measures 
had 
been insti­ 
tuted. 
In but a relatively small percent­ 
age of the cases did the persons con­ 
cerned, after having their attention 
drawn to the danger of a particular 
unhygienic condition, fail 
to inaugu­ 
rate corrective measures. 
Stimulus 
was given to the w*ork by means of 
public 
lectures, 
the 
formation 
of 
active 
sanitary 
organizations 
and 
the enlisting 
of 
all 
public spirited 
citizens in the campaign for reform. 
Public 
buildings 
were 
also 
in­ 
spected and local 
authorities given 
expert advice in solving such sanita­ 
ry problems as 
the 
disposal of ex­ 
creta, the prevention of 
soil pollu­ 
tion and the 
maintenance 
of pure 
water supplies. 
The surveys made during the year 
1914 had shown that in 
rural com­ 
munities less than I per cent of the 
homes had sanitary toilets, m d that 
more than 50 per cent of the people 
were 
using 
water 
from 
polluted 
sources. 
This condition, 
according 
to the 
public health service, made the rural 
sanitation problem loom large among 
the m atters vitally affecting the wel­ 
fare of the nation. Following these 
studies, and as a result of the inter­ 
est aroused, the typhoid fever rate, 
an excellent indicator of the sanitary 
status of a community, 
has in some 
cases frequently been 
cut 
to 
one 
quarter of its previous figure. 
In Berkely county. West Virginia, 
the cases of typhoid fever were re­ 
duced from 249 to 40 in one year. In 
Orange county, North Carolina, the 
rural sanitation campaign resulted in 
a reduction of the cases from 59 to 
17. 
The tangible results 
of operations 
in rural 
sanitation 
indicate 
that 
marked advancement in maintaining 
hygienic and satisfactory 
surround­ 
ings in country districts is possible 
by the application 
of 
the common 
principles of preventive medicine. 
Insanitary conditions exist, largely 
because they are not known to be 
such. Actual demonstrations of their 
harmfulness, together 
with 
definite 
recommendations for 
their 
correc­ 
tion, remain one of the most gratify­ 
ing and successful methods 
for in­ 
stituting reforms and 
has 
been, in 
the experience of the 
public health 
service, invariably 
accompanied by 
definite and measureable results.

Suppose we were in danger of at­ 


tack by a foreign ifation, how would 
our 
country’s 
transportation facili­ 
ties respond to the demands of the 


occasion? W ar has not been declar­ 
ed. It is not imminent, nor as far as 
one can see, even probable, and we 
hope, of course, that i never will be. 
But we have been 
compelled—even 
though unwillingly—to consider pos­ 
sibilities and the m atter of national 
preparedness is 
being 
given much 
much thought. 
The president wisely 
devoted a chapter of his last message 
to the preparedness of our railroads. 
. Military plans must necessarily be 
plans of defense, 
and 
defense 
in­ 
cludes adequate preparation for the 
mobilization and co-ordination of the 
internal resources 
of 
the 
country. 
This means good railroads. Well con­ 
structed, 
well 
equipped, 
properly 
manned and skillfully managed and 
solvent railroads are necessary to a 
healthy state of business. But w'ho 
can measure the value of such rail­ 
roads as a military resource and vi­ 
tal element in preparedness? 
The president would have the rail­ 
road industry viewed in a new light 
-—in the light 
of 
present 
and ap­ 
proaching conditions and future pos­ 
sibilities and dangers. Ile would have 
a survey made of railroad conditions 
before any more railroad legislation 
is attempted. 
The development of 
the railroad industry 
depends upon 
the willingness of private capital to 
invest in that field. The efficiency of

These 
railroads wrere

Here in Sedalia w’e have nine governing men, with most of the* 
subordinate officers supreme in their own departments and not ac­

operators will ask in their new’ sched­ 
ule with the company is a IO per cern 
increase of wages, with a minimum 
salary of $75 a month.

Under a former order, however, the 
new’ rates are suspended until March 
I. 
The railroads objected to the fea­ 
ture of the decision that compels them 
to sell interchangeable anti transfer­ 
able mileage books at two cents, al­ 
though it. authorized the railroads to 
charge two and one-half cents for one-J posed Foley and ouster 
way fares and two and a quarter cents 
for round trip fares. 
The present in­ 
trastate rate is two cents straight. 
The railroads had asked a rehear­ 
ing, as had also Marion E. Rhodes, of 
Washington county, who denied the 
right of the commission to authorize 
rates higher than the statutory maxi­ 
mum. He is expected to appeal to the 
courts from the rates authorized by 
the commission. 
The original order provides for an 
increase of l l per cent on the rate 
of brick. The commission today re­ 
duced this to 6 per cent. The increase 
of 16 per cent authorized in the rate 
on cord wood was reduced to l l per 
cent, and 
a 
slight 
reduction was 
made in the increase originally au­ 
thorized on stone.
